TWO FILE BIDS FOR

Duluth, Feb. 21.—Two applications 
for the utilization of the w ater power 
generated in building the proposed St. 
Lawrence w aterway have already been 
filed, according to word received by 
tile headquarters of the G reat Lakes- 
St. Lawrence Tidew ater association. 
These applications are now before 
the federal power commission, the re ­ 
ports to John Stone Pardee, assistant 
‘xecutlve director of the association. 
state. One is from tile Frontier corpo­ 
ration, which includes the Aluminum 
Corporation of America, the General 
Electric company, tile D uPont in te r­ 
ests and others, who propose to devel­ 
op all the available power at Niagara 
Falls and in the St. Lawrence. 
The second application was made by 
the American-Super Power C orpora­ 
tion of Buffalo, in which W estinghouse 
interests and others are said to be 
joined. 
In this application, it is set 
forth that the im provem ent is su b stan ­ 
tially on the lines recommended by 
the engineers and 
the 
International 
joint commission. 
It proposes to develop 1,600,000 horse 
power in the international section of 
the river. 
It would 
include 
locks 
through the dams, leaving the chan­ 
nels to be developed by the govern­ 
ment.

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THE husband of Isadora Duncan, Serge Yessenin, has voiced 
his criticism of Americans. 
His criticism will not carry a great 
deal of weight because >f its source, but as others have been say­ 
ing similar things almut us, it is well that the content of the criti­ 
cism should be given consideration. 
In part, thin is what he says: 
“America may be divided into four generations as I sum it u$t— 
first, a generation of pioneers; second, A generation of workers, 
who’built the foundations of the country; third, a generation of 
snobs, and fourth, tin present generation, whicji is composed of 
legalized commercial thieves.” 
The chief fault to he found with such a criticism is that it is 
untrue. The critic speaks of America, and his generalization takes 
away the1 sting of whatever of truth there may be in the criticism 
that some Americans are what he says they are. 
Much of con­ 
t e m p o r a r y thinking is characterized by the shallowness that is 
found in this criticism. To talk about America as Swing this, that, 
or the other is inside the mark, because America i- a nation of 
over one hundred and ten million people who are divided into all 
kinds of groups, types and sets. 
It is possibly true that there is something in what the critic 
gays. 
Hut in a country that has called so largely upon the other 
half of the world for its population, it >s likely that then is hut 
little relation between one generation and another. 
America as 
it is today has been shaper] largely by the immigrants who have 
come into this country in vast numbers. 
Therefore the “snob” 
and the “legalized commercial thieves” of which the critic speaks 
may be mort closely related to Serge Yessenin that to the genera­ 
tions of Americans who as pioneers and workers laid the foun­ 
dations of the American nation. 
There are snobs in Ain T ira , hut the most of them came from 
Europe and are '»f the get-rich-cpiiek type. That there are legal­ 
ized commercial thieves in Ann rica seems to have been proved 
by tile disclosures made ainee the. war, which shows that men of 
high place sought to advance their fortunes by robbing their gov- 
ermru ut and by capitalizing th< blood of the men who went up to 
the trenches.
